On our table there is a program of an 
entcrtainment of a Methodis't Sunday- 
school in Chester, l'a. On the first page 
immediately under ihe announceinent, is 
the advertisement of a large beer-brewing 
firm in l'hiladelphia, and the names of ten 
places in Chesler where its beer is for sale 
on draught. Next to that is an advertise- 
ment of a hotel, front and rear entrances 
given; "Choice vvines, liquor and cigars./' 
On the third page, where the last section 
of the program, entitled "Fan Drills and 
Burlesque," and a farce, "The Seven Old 
Ladies of Lavender Town," is placed, 
there appears above it the advertisement 
of another brewing flrm, with the names 
of twelve places in Chester where its beer 
can be bought ; and above that is another 
large advertisement of another brand of 
beer, giving the name of the sole agent. 
At the bottom also, underneath the clos- 
ing section of the program, is the adver- 
tisement of another brewer, who fnrnishes 
not only beer, but XX porter. The sim- 
ple fact is, that there are forces at worlt 
that will absol u tel y ruin the moral power 
of the church unless they are looked after. 
The pastor should look after the superin- 
tendant ; the superintendant after he 
teachers ; and to make surcthey are look- 
ed after, the Quarlerly Conference should 
look after the whole. It would be easy to 
make a list of Methodist cimrchcs, now 
dead or.dying, whose declíne «vísibly be- 
gan wilh some theatrical enlertainment, 
dancing, pienic, or raírling, fortunc-teU-
